LOAN ‘WIZARD’. 
IS A BANKRUPT 


Creditors Total 800 
And His Liabilities 
$400,000 

BELVIDERE, IL, Feb. 11.— 
(INS)—Albert W. Benham, who 
sought to prevent the business 
depression in Belvidere by pay- 
ing high interest on money 
loaned to him, has “gee away 
for a rest,”.-his friends an- 
nounced this afternoon. 

Investors with Benham, who 











regarded him as a financial wix~ {4 
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BELVIDERE, Ti; Feb. 11+ 
(INS)—Albert W. Benham; ‘the 


amateur financier who was hailed 
as an investment wizard by the 
entire countryside, announced him- 
self as a bankrupt today. 

Benham, who paid his clients one 
and all from ten to fifty per cent 
interest on money entrusted to him 
to invest, sent a 600-word state- 
ment to a Rockford newspaper an- 
nouncing the demise of the Ben- 
ham financial bubble last night. 

His creditors in Belvidere alone 
number 800 and his liabilities were 
estimated at $400,000 by State’s 
Attorney Strom. 

In his statement “fifty per cent 
Al,’ as he is known by fellow 
townsmen, attributed the crash of 
his financial’ venture to the plot- 
tings of “enemies who had con- 
spired to ruin him.” 

Benham said he fears for his 
life and has employed bodyguards 
of late to safeguard himself. 

A mass meeting of creditors was 
called for today when announce- 
ment was made of the investor’s 
bankruptcy. 

Complete mystery still cloaks 
the method Benham employed in 
his investment business. Investi- 
gation failed to disclose the details 
of the scheme which launched this 
section of the state into fancied 
affluence for more than a year. 

When Belvidere bankers discov- 
ered that $300,000 had been with- 
drawn from savings accounts in 
one week to be invested in Ben- 
ham’s scheme an investigation was 
begun which was participated in 
by the internal revenue | depart- 
ment. 

The investigations brought a 
‘steady drain on his resources which 
was climaxed by the announce- 
ment of bankruptcy.

COMPROMISE 
ON PAYMENTS 
TO VETERANS 


Raising Loan Value, 


Lower Interest 
Favored

WASHINGTON, Feb. -11—(INS) 
—After rejecting the proposal for 
cash payment of the $3,500,000,000 
soldiers compensation certificates 
the house ways and means com- 
mittee today decided to consider 
two modified plans to aid needy 
veterans. 
The plans are: (1) payment of 
25 per cent of the face value of 
usted service certificates, or 
(2) increase the loan value to fifty 
per cent. 


Seek Information , 

The treasury and veterans 
bureau were requested to present 
a report on these two plans to the 
committe tomorrow. 

“I think the committe will select 
one or the other,” said Rep. Haw- 
ley (R) of Oregon, chairman. . 

More than fifty bills were con- 
sidered by the committee in its 
closed session today. At the con- 
clusion it was evident the Repub- 
lican majority had decided to re- 
port out a modified bill designed 
to aid needy veterans without 
forcing the treasury to make a 
bond issue. 

The plans which will be adopted, 
it was indicated, is that of Rep. 
Bacharach (R) of New Jersey, to 
raise the loan value to fifty per 
cent and reduce the interest rate.

Massachusetts, Wis- 
consin and Illinois 
Wets Busy 


SPRINGFIELD, Il., Feb. 11.— 
(INS)—The O’Grady bill repealing 
the Illinois search and seizure and 
prohibition enforcement laws was 
on its way to the senate today fo!- 
lowing its passage by the house at 
the first night session of the 57th 
general assembly by a vote of 91 
ayes to-56 nays. ° 

Its passage by. the house had 
been definitely forecast and its 
sponsors had declared it would re- 
ceive a minimum of 90 votes. Of- 
ficial announcement of the roll call 
shortly before midnight showed it 
*had received this estimated mini- 
mum and one more vote. 


Wisconsin Repeal 

MADISON,’ Wis., Feb. 11—(INS) 
—A recommendation for “prohibi- 
tion repeal for prosperitys sake” 
went to the state assembly today 
following its passage in the Wis- 
consin senate yesterday. 

Without roll calls, the upper 
house adopted threé resolutions pe- 
titioning the national congress to 
afford almost any sort of relief 
from the dry era. Since the as- 
sembly is more overwhelmingly 
wet than the senaté, full legislative 
approval of the measures is antici- 
pated. 

One resolution would have con- 
gress conduct a national prohibi- 
tion referendum. '

facture and sale of wine and beer.

Edison, On 84th Anniversary, 
Says Business Rise Has Begun

FORT MYERS, Fla., Feb. 11.— 
(INS)—Thomas A Edison, world 
famots inventor, declared in an 
interview today on the occasion of 
his eighty-fourth birthday that 
“the rise” in business has now 
started and that in three years the 
United States will gradually return 
to the level of prosperity it enjoyed 
prior to the setting in of the eco- 
nomic depression. 

Mr. Edisor’ pronounced the 
Hoover administration a success. 
He asserted that prohibition is 
“succeeding.” 

Mr. Fdison expressed himself as 
ovnosed to the establishment of a 
Dole system in this country. Asked 
how the unemnloyment problem 
could be solved, he, shook his silver 
eray haid and scribbled the follow- 
ing answer: 

Too Much For Him 

“This question is several sizes too 
larve for me.” 

Edison said in reply to a question 
that his heath ist “pretty good.” 
According to his Glose friends he 
has not. been feeling any too well 
of late. For the last six years he 
has been living exclusively on a 
diet of milk. He has abstained from 
solid food of any kind. 

He was late in rising this morn- 
ing. His barber, “Mike” Pavese, 
drove out to the estate from town 
and shaved him. Then Fdison had 
his breakfast of milk. And then, ac-

Only 83 
of them, however, were ordered to 
appear for arraignment and placed 
under technical arrest. 


Second Scandal 

It was the second so-called 
“liquor scandal” to sweep the uni- 
versity’s campus in the past two 
weeks. Three alleged campus boot- 
leggers, two of them students, 
were arrested a fortnight ago and 
are awaiting trial. The latter in- 
cident also caused a_ sensation 
here. 

According to authorities, quanti- 
ties of Canadian liquor were foung 
in each of the campus houses. Thé 
fraternities were searched from 
roof to basement and nearly all of 
the occupants were arrested. 

Checkup of the seizures alleged- 
ly showed 42 quarts of whiskey, 
five quarts of gin, three quarts of 
wine and a small quantity of beer.

the raids, declared that the youths |& 


were fortunate that police had ap- 
parently decided to prosecute them 
on disorderly conduct charges and 
not charges of violation of the pro- 
hibition law. : 

Meanwhile, drastic measures by 
university officials were predicted. 
It is believed possible that the po- 
lice findings may alter the program 
of the junior hop, the high point of 
the eampus social season.

With the discovery that careless 
hunters have damaged many of 
the letter road signs along the 
roads in the county trunk system, 
the work of overhauling and ex- 
tending the lettering system, be- 
ing started by the office of Coun- 
ty Engineer F. P. G. Halbfass, will 
be more extensive than anticipated, 
it was announced here today. 


have been punctured by shotgun 
shells, some with rifle bullets and 
others damaged by rocks. A result 
of the carélessness is that the en- 
amel became cracked and the signs 
rusted. Some of the signs that were 
merely scratched can be repainted, 
but a large number which have 
been shot at and punctured must 
be replaced by new signs. 

The damage to these signs is not 
so much the original cost of hav- 
ing them manufactured, but in the 
cost of the labor and overhauling 
work. Some of the larger “S” 
eurve signs were also damaged to 
a considerable extent. The signs 
Were put up in 1929, when the road 
lettering system was adopted.

1, 1936 and ending 
January 1, 1945. The bonds are to 
bear six per cent interest, payable 
semi-annually. , 

The Progressive Publishing Com- 
pany was organized under the laws 
of Iowa with an authorized capital 
stock of $150,000, divided into 
shares of $10 each. Less than 
$100,000 of this stock has been is- 
sued and at the annual meeting of 
the stoekholders held this month it 
was decided that the remaining 
money needed for financing proper- 
ly should be raised by the sale of 
bonds instead of pushing the sale of 
the stock, as the stockholders felt 
that the stock was increasing in 
value and would have to be sold 
at an increased ‘price if any more 
is issued.

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COUNTY ROAD 
SIGNS SUFFER 
FROM HUNTERS 


Many Found Riddled 
y Shot As New 
Work Starts 


With the discovery that careless 
hunters have damaged many of | 
the letter road signs along the 
roads in the county trunk system, 
the work of overhauling and ex- 
tending the lettering system,  be- 
ing started by the office of Coun- 
ty Engineer F. P. G. Halbfass, will 
be more extensive than anticipated, 





it was announced here today. 

Many of the signs wére found to’ 
have been punctured by shotgun 
shells, some with rifle bullets and 
others damaged by rocks. A result 
of the carélessness is ‘that the en- 
amel became cracked and the signs 
rusted. Some of the signs that were 
merely scratched can be repainted, 
but a large number which have 
been shot at and punctured must 
be replaced by new. signs. 

The damage to these signs is not 
so much the original cost of hav- 
ing them manufactured, but in the 
cost of the labor and overhauling 
work. Some of the larger “S” 
eurve signs were also damaged to 
a considerable extent. The signs 
Were put up in 1929, when the road 
lettering system was adopted. 

Pian New Markings 

Markings along the roads ex- 
tending inéo Muszatine will be 
made more complete with the plac- 
ing of letters designating the roads 
at the junction of primary roads 
leading into Muscatine, and arrow 
signs indicating the name and di- 
rection of the town being ap- 
proached and the number of miles, 
will bé placed. / 

One of the\principal changes will 
be the placing of letters on road 
“Ww” from the foot of Mulberry 
avenue in Muscatine, all of the way 
to Atalissa. This will include an 
addition to the county trunk sys- 
tem of lettering by placing of signs 
three miles south from Atalissa to 
the school where road “W” turns 
west to West Liberty.

Mr. Carpenter said. “He was an 
outsanding example of a man who 
would not yield to discouragement: 
When a* young man Lincoln ran 
for the legislature in Mlinois, and 
was badly swamped. He next en- 
tered business, failed, and speht 17 
years of his life paying up the 
debts of a worthless partner. He 
was in love with a beautiful young 
woman to whom he became engag- 
ed—then she died. Later he mar- 
ried a woman who was a constant 
burden to him. Entering politics 
he ran for congress and was de- 
feated. He then tried to get an 
appointment to the United States 
land office and failed. Lincoln be- 
came a candidate for the United 
State senate but was badly défeat- 
ed. In 1858 he was defeated by 
Douglas. One failure after an- 
er, great setbacks. In the face 
ofall this he became one of the 
country’s greatest men if not the 
greatest.” 

In closing Mr. Carpenter said: 

“Something seems to tell me that 
firms might profit more if they

Parner 


Plans for the cviapletion of the 
financing of ihe Midwest Free 
Press will be carried forward with- 
in a few days by the filing for rec- 
ord. of an indenture of trust, under 
which American Savings Bank of 
this city is named Trustee, and un- 
der which it is planned to issue 
bonds of the Progressive Publishing 
Company, publisher of the Free

Cherishes Picture 
Showing Lincoln 


On His Death Bed 


GRAND JUNCTION, Colo —(INS) 
—an actual photograph of Abra- 
ham Lincoln on his death bed sur- 
rounded by a dozen or more close 
friends is one of the prized pos- 
sessions of Charles A. Baker, a 
passenger conductor on the Den- 
ver and Rio Grande railroad. 

The picture was given to Bak- 
er’s grandmother by Mrs. Lincoln 
within a month of the president’s 
death. 

“My grandmother and her fam- 
ily,” Baker said, “were friends of 
the Lincolns in Kentucky, - long 
before Abe Lincoln was on the 
road to fame. 

“Lincoln died April 15, 1865, 
and my grandmother received the 
photo from Mrs. Lincoln the fol- 
lowing May 10. My Grandmother 
in 1868 gave the picture to my 
mother, Fanny Baker, and she in 
turn gave it to me before her 
death in 1917, in Omaha.” 

The picture, which Baker says 
was taken a few moments after 
Lincoln died shows a group of 
friends, including Gideon Wells, 
secretary of the navy; Edwin N. 
Stanton, secretary of war, and 
several prominent military leaders 
of the Civil war grouped about 
the _bed on which the body is 
lying. 

The plate from which the pic- 
ture was made was destroyed, it

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Dr. Fishbein’s “Ethics” 

A new slant on so called “medical ethics” is furnished by 
The Argonaut of San Francisco in commenting on the dis- 
coveries of Dr. Coffey and Dr. Humber in their researches 
for a cyre for cancer. It appears that Dr, Fishbein, who is 
editor of the Journal of the American Medical Association, 
has taken exception to the Pacific Coast announcements be- 
cause the folks out there failed to consult him first, The 
Argonaut says: 

“Tt is probable that if America had some guide and mentor 
other than the self-appointed Dr. Fishbein as its Petronius 
Arbiter in the matter of etiquette in his honored profession, 
More people would be alive today than now are alive therein 
because Dr. Fishbein’s ethics do not give chief consideration 
to the weaknesses and sufferings of humanity. They rather 


embody certain hard and fast rules instituted by the medical: 


-profession for the protection of its accredited members from 
outside competition. 

“Cancer is a disease of increasing incidence and causes 
frightful mortality. Non-ethical cures” (from the Fish- 
bein standpoint) “have been known, but owing to the activi- 
ties of Dr. Fishbein and his associates” they must not be re- 
cognized. 

The researches of the two California physicians are being 
given strong support in the Golden State, both within and 
without the medicial profession, the views of Dr. Fishbein to

Brinkley 
took dozens of patients to Washington to testify in his be- 
half but with no effect because the organized interests prov- 
ed too powerful. 

Here in Muscatine no investigation has resulted in spite 
of repeated challenges by Mr. Baker. No effort has been 
made to prove the charges, And it is possible that another 
radjo station may -be erected on the Mexican border in the 
event the license of Mr. Baker’s station is not renewed. 


Lincoln’s Anniversary - 

Tomorrow is the one hundred and twenty-second anniver- 
sary of the birth of Abraham Lincoln, who shares with 
Washington the honor of being first in the heart of the na- 
tion. No man in the history of the country for which he 
died in his prime more nearly exemplified the true spirit of 
democracy than did the Great Emancipator. 

But if Lincoln were living today he would be lucky to be 
elected dog catcher. Uncouth in appearance even in his day, 
ungainly in stature, truly a man of the people if there ever 


a puppet of no man or organization, he rose through sheer 
genius to the highest position within the gift of the nation 
after being repeatedly defeated for minor offices. 

While it comes somewhat as a shock to thoughtful people, 
the characterizations of Edgar Less Masters in his recent 
book on Lincoln, whom he derides, shows the trend of the 
times in that a generation .go no one would have dared to 
have called Lincoln, in effect, a lazy, superstitious, scheming, 
dishonest lout. : 

Times are changing. We had better watch our step. 
What this nation needs today is more of the homely virtues 
as expressed by Lincoln. A modern counterpart of a nation- 
al leader who believes in the golden rule, as did Lincoln, 
would crush at least some of the materialism which knows 
no master except that dictated by the almighty dollar. 


Display Your 1931 Plates 

State inspectors are going the rounds of Iowa cities to 
check up on the display of 1931 auto license plates. One of 
the inspectors, who is making a check at Waterloo, declared 
many persons have the idea that if they pay the additional 
dollar a month penalty when they purchase the riew license 
they have the right to use the old plate as long as they care 
to do so. This idea also prevails in Muscatine. But the in- 
spector says: 

“This is not correct. As soon as the car is on the high- 
way with the old plate the driver is violating a state law. 
If he should be in an accident he would have no chance of 
protecting himself from suit or collecting damages.” 

The law provides that after January 1 autoists must dis- 
play the new plates. Enforcement has been Jenient, forty 
days of grace already having been allowed, and now the state 
department believes it is time for enforcement. Twelve

Wail Street On Another Rampage 

After a lull of over a year Wall Street is going on another 
rampage. Tuesday’s advices declare that some stocks went 
up on an average of from two to fifteen points in a single 
day’s trading and nearly five million shares changed hands. 

So far as actual business conditions justify a rise in securi- 
ties, well and good, but’ business is. far from being re- 
sponsible for the big increase. It is evident that speculators 
are getting busy and that all classes ‘of stocks will again 
soar above their real value if the speculation continues. The 
marginal operators stand to make some more paper profits 
but the real investor had better watch out.

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“NERVES AND RELAXATION” 

Of late years, people have become 
greatly interested in physical cult- 
ure, exercise at home, at the cluh, 
at the gym. People have of late, 
more fully realized the great 
amount of inactivity which city 
life has forced upon us all. The 
number of confining occupations 
has, besides limiting exercise, also 
taken away, or prevented us, from 
getting as much fresh air as we 
should. Every condition brings a 
reaction, either good or bad. 

Following in the wake of the 
above mentioned conditions we find 
a condition of nerve tension, most- 
ly unrealized by the majority of 
people, The hustle and rush to be 
on time, either for work, social ap- 
pointments, etc., in fact the whole 
routine of modern life, keeps us all 
in a more or less high-strung, 
tense condition. 

How many times have you hus- 
tled downtown, or hurried home for 
lunch, making use of every min- 
ute, to find that you are only half 
breathing, your shoulders all tensed 
up, etc. If you have ever been con- 
scious of this condition, you know 
Ww a velief it is to straighten up, 
let shoulders drop ’way down, 
and take a good, deep breath. 

TEis idea of relaxation should be 
practiced at every opportunity by 
everyone. 
>» Jn the rush of modern life, peo- 
ple’ do not realize the inestimable 
value of compiete periodic relax- 
ation. Not just flopping down into 
a big: chair or upon a couch, for a 
certain length of time. While this 
may take the body weight off of 
the legs, and give the over-strained 
body a temporary measure of re- 
lief, it is a method which far from 
provides the whole body with real 
relaxation. 

True relaxation seems to be a 
forgotten art which must be 
learned. It is “nature’s way” of 
rebuilding and conserving vital 
energy. 

Complete relaxation, for even 
five minutes, is worth more than 
eight hours of troubled sleep. This 
should be an harmonious release 
from all physical tension and men- 
tal strain, or effort. The ideal time 
for full relaxation is at bedtime, 
but there are periods during the 
day when some people can find 
time to indulge in a short period of 
relaxation. Once you have acquired 
this valuable habit you can com- 
pletely shut out everything the mo- 
ment you place your body in the 
proper position, 

To relax fully, one should lie flat 





upon the back, sometimes with a 
small pillow under the head. Let! 
the spine and legs be _ perfectly 
straight along the sides of the body 
or slightly spread out from the; 
sides. Personally, I find a firm| 
fiat surface the best, as it does not j 
allow the spine to sag. As s00n as 
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3 months 
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you are in position make a mental 
note of how many minutes you 
have to spare, then feeling sure 
that you will awaken at just the 
right time, let go of everything, 
with the eyes easily closed. 

Starting with the feet, let the 
muscles go limp, ankles, calves, 
thighs, hands, wrists, arms, etc. 
Take a deep, easy breath, letting 
the spine and the torso sink and 
flatten out. Let this limp condi- 
tion continue up into the neck 
muscles until the head just lolls 
without any effort to hold it in po- 
sition.

AN AUCTION BRIDGE HAND 














The above freakish looking hand 
was held at a tournament of the 
American Whist League at White 
Sulphur Springs, some years ago. It 
was dealt in a game of Auction 
Bridge and produced some inter- 
esting bidding and play, there be- 
ing much more of the former than 
is apt to be the case at Auction. 

South (the dealer) passed, West 
bid one Spade, North passed, and 
East bid two Clubs. South pass- 
ed again, and West bid two Hearts. 
That declaration being passed by 
poe ge bid two No Trumps; 
but South’s third pass, West 
felt that opposite a No Trump it 
would be safer to play at Hearts— 
and more remunerative in view of 
the honor score. So he bid three 
Hearts, which ended the auction. 

At Contract the bidding might 
have been: South and North al- 
Ways passing; West two Spades, 
East four Clubs, West four Hearts, 
East four No Trumps, West five 
Hearts. Whether East should then 
bid six is a matter each reader 
must determine for himself as the 
hand never was played at Con- 
tract. ; 

North led the Jack of Diamonds 
and the Declarer, appreciating the 
importance of a trump lead from 
East, won that trick in the dummy 
hand with the Ace, although one 
of West’s high Diamonds was 
sacrified on it. East led the Nine 
of Hearts which took the trick 
when South played small and West 
played the Six. A second lead of 
Hearts dropped all the adverse 
Hearts and left the Declarer with 
the two unplayed. 

Declarer’s next play was the 
King of Diamonds; North refused, 
leaving only one good Diamond in 
dummy. Then came the Queen 
of. Clubs which was overtaken by 
dummy’s King with a chance of 
establishing the suit, but South 
refused; so East was. then in a 
position to run two more Clubs and 
one Diamond, but no more. With 
that done and three Spade discards 
from the West hand (two being all 
that West really needed), East led 
a Spade and of course South’s Ace 
won; but West made a small slam 
and scored quite a gain on the 
hand.

Long Skirts Ended 1910 Flight

SANTA ANA, Calif.—To Dr. Bes- | 
sica Raiche of Santa Ana goes the 
honor of being the first woman to 
fly an airplane in the United States. | 
She piloted her clumsy craft when | 
some of the noted aviatrixes of | 
today were wearing bow ribbons in 
their hair. | 

Doctor Raiche became famous 
after flying a most unsteady and 
odd-looking airship less than a mile 
at an altitude of 35 feet. Her first 
fiight had ended in a crash when 
her long skirts became entangled in 
the controls and set’ her ship down 
abruptly in 1910 at Mineola Field, 
Long Island. 

After that Dr. Raiche was con- 
vinced.that long skirts and an air- 
plane did not: work well together. 
She and her husband rebuilt their 
queer broken ship. At the trial 
flight in the repaired ship she ap- 
peared in knickers and caused such 
a sensation she was immediately 
the “center of a terrible scandal.” 
Women “dared not” wear knickers 
in public in 1910. 

Reminded by the many endur-« 
ance and speed record flights being 
attempted by women of today Dr. 
Raiche recalled the early day per- 
ils and pioneer strides toward the 
development of aviation in 1910. 

“Flying in those days was a dif- 
ferent story from flying today, and 
there aren’t many of us old-timers 
left,” Dr. Raiche said. 

“You couldn’t buy a plane then. 
Everybody built his own. My hus- 
band and I built the one I flew, 
with nothing to follow but some 
photographs and general idea of 
what a Curtiss plane looked like. I} 
worked in the machine shop on the; 
plane, and I think I could still run 
a lathe. 

“There wasn’t any dual con- 
trol teaching then. Most of the 
planes could carry only one per- 
son.

Surprises Cell Mates 


With Extent of 
Vocabulary

CtTCAGO—(INS)—Joseph “Yel- 
low Kid” Weil, the bon bon con- 
fidence man, became so indienant 
on his arrest here for vagrancy that 
he gave vent to a burst of oratory. 
the like of which has not echoed 
through jail cells here for many 
Years. 

He dwelt specifically on the 
status of a vagrant, but during his 
flamboyant expoundings touched 
on the mind of man, the function- 
ines of the constitution and the 
nature of reformers. 

Defining vagrancy, the “Yellow 
Kid” said in part: 

“Under antedating charters and 
constitutions, man has an inalien- 
able right to go whithersoever cir- 
cumstances and his individual pre- 
ferences dictate and to return 
thence at his pleasure. So long 
as he remains within the demar- 
cations of a reasonable propriety, 
no person nor any body or  per- 
sons has the right to desisnate the 
manner in which he shall conduct 
himself or the place or places 
whither he may or may not con- 
vey his person. 

Quotes Constitution 

“The constitution of the United 
States,” the urbane “Yellow Kid” 
continued, “expressly stipulates 
that no man shall impede the pro- 
gress of his fellow or intervene in 
his pursuit of happiness.” 

“Nevertheless, we have in our 
midst persons of scrambled wits 
known as reformers. Briefly and 
essentially, these excrescences up- 
on the body politic waste their 
strength in the nourishment of 
tolerance. Observed with a sense 
of mission and decreeing them- 


selves God-born as the prophets], 


of old, they hearken to the voice 
in the burning bush, scale the 
heights of bigotry and _ inscribe 
thetr laws, decreeing that gentle- 
men shall not walk in the pursuit 
of —er —happiness.” 

As police gathered about the 
Yellow Kid’s cell, their counten- 
ances bearing an expression simi- 
lar to that of a listener of Ein- 
stein, he spoke of the mind of man. 

“The mind of man is 9 fearful 
thing,” he asserted. “At its best 
and kindest, it is gruesome. When 
it becomes the prey of fanaticis, 
it is appalling. Hence it is that, 
owing to the activities of the per- 
sons I have just described, we 
have with us a condition of’ hys- 
teria resulting in regrettable ex- 
tension of the term vagrancy to 
apply to honest men engaged in 
the pursuit of er— their vocations 
or their avocations, as the case 
may be.

“Meanwhile, however, man is 
the center of a circle whose fatal 
circumference he cannot tran- 
scend.

Agriculture Depart- 
ment Says Interest 


At Low Level 


_ WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 11.— 
(Special) — The department of 
agriculture in its annual outlook 
report just made public rredicts a 
substantial decrease in credit for 
production of crops in 1931. (A 
> wep of-the report was pub- 

ed in the issue of.Feb. 2.) The 
section of the report dealing with 
— credit outlook follows in full 


The supply.of production credit 
available during the crop season of 
1931 will be considerably less, in 
most sections, than in 1930 or in 
other recent years. Despit2 prob- 
able efforts to produce crops with 
@ minimum cash outlay in 1931, 
the need for credit in many sec- 
tions will be materially increased. 
A portion of this increased need 
will be met through emergency ad- 
vances from the seed loan fund 
which congress has made available, 
and through further expansion in 
the activities of agricultural credit 
corporations. The volume of farm 
mortgage credit is also likely to be 
restricted because of conservative 
policies of lending agencies. The 
supply of marketing credit is likely 
to be ample. 

Several Factors 

Severals factors will operate to 
curtail the ability of country banks 
to make advances during the 1931 
crop production season. Most coun- 
try banks entered 1931 with a 
smaller volume of deposits than 
they had a year earlier, and also 
with less adequate secondary re- 
serve consisting of commercial 
paper, bankers’ balances, and in- 
vestments. The carry-over of 1930 
loans into 1931 will be materially 
larger, on the average, than the 
volume of unpaid loans carried 
over from 1929 into 1930. In many 
areas, banks have been unable fully 
to liquidate the borrowings from 
correspondent and Federal Reserve 
banks. Bank failures in many sec- 
tions, and particularly in the 
southern states, have further ac- 
centuated the shortage of vailable 
funds. 

Bigger Volume Seen 

Advices from agricultural credit 
corporations and federal intermed- 
iate credit banks indicate an in- 
creased volume of credit from these 
sources will be utilitzed. This in- 
crease will result in part from the 
formation of new credit corpora- 
tions and in part from. enlarged 
operations of existing corporations. 
The discount rate of the federal 
intermediate. credit banks is now 
uniformly 4 per cent. The cost to 
the farmer for such credit obtained 
through agricultural credit corpor- 
ations will include an additional 2 
or 2% per cent, plus such fees as 
the individual corporation may re- 
quire. In some cases borrowers 
will be required to purchase stock 
in the credit corporations. 

The ability of country merchants 
to extend credit to their customers 
will be adverse affected, in many 
sections, by an abnormal large 
carry-over of last year’s accounts, 
and by difficulties in obtaining new 
loans from the local banks. 

U. S: Loans to Help 

The unfavorable credit situation 
in. the drought-stricken states will 
be mitigated by the emergency 
loans authorized un€er the seed 
loan act. Loans from this source 
are available only to those who 
are unable to obtain credit from 
commercial sources and the pro- 
ceeds may be used for the purchase 
of seed, fertilizer, feed for work 
stock and, or gas and oil for trac- 
tors. Such loans will be made in 
some or all of the counties in 25 
states, in the administrative dis- 
cretion of the secretary of agricul- 
ture. 

The supply of credit for market- 
ing the 1931 crops seems likely to 
be ample. This type of credit is 
supplied from central money mar- 
kets, where there is an abundance 
of credit available and _ interest 
rates are at the lowest level in any 
recent year. - Interest rates (Jan. 
17, 1931) on commercial paper are 
2 3-4 to 3 per cent, compared with 
4 3-4 to 5 per cent a year ago; ac- 
ceptance rates are 1 5-8 per cent, 
compared with 4 per cent, and the 
call rate is 142 per cent, contrasted 
with 4% per cent. Contributing

4,893 Cows in lowa 
Produce Forty 
Pounds More 


AMES, Ia.—(Special)—Butterfat 
production among cow testing as- 
sociation herds took an upward 
turn in January stimulated by mod- 
erate weather, fewer dry cows and 
the usual seasonal upward trend. 

The report for January just is- 
sued by the dairy. extension serv- 
ice, Iowa State college, shows that 
4,893 cows produced 40 or more 
pounds of butterfat im January, as 
compared to 4,091 in December. 
The production of the high herds 
and high associations was from one 
to two pounds of butterfat per cow 
higher the past month. 

Dairymen continued to cull their 
herds heavily while the number of 
cows sold for milk and the number 
bought decreased. The number of 
pure-bred bulls reported in January 
was 61, nearly double the number 
bought in December. 

The seven high ranking associ- 
ations out of 98 reporting and the 
average-pounds butterfat per cow 
are: North ‘Tama, 32.7 pounds; 
Polk, 32.3; Lake Mills, 30.2; Grun- 
dy No. 1, 30; Fayette No. 3, 29.8; 
South Hardin, 29.8; Clarke, 29.8. 

Out of 2,268 herds reported, the 
seven high herds and average but- 
terfat productions follow: W. D. 
Mitchell, Reinbeck, 59; Anton 
Guttenberg, 58.6; Oscar Anderson, 
Weldon, 55.8; Wilbur Sowers, Story 
City, /53.8; C. Vaandrager, Sheldon, 
52.7; A. C. Kleiss, Luzerne, 51.5;

Stunted Nubbins Are 
Held Good Seed Corn 


Where will next season’s seed 
corn come from? That’s a ques- 
tion many farmers in sections hit 
by the drought are asking them- 
selves. The United States depart- 
ment of agriculture, in a recently 
issued bulletin, relieves much anx- 
iety on that score. Speaking of 
drought stunted nubbins as a 
source of supply, the bulletin says: 
“If the individual kernels are de- 
veloped and will germinate they 
will produce just as good plants 
whether there are 5 or 500 on the 
ear. A four-inch nubbin with 100 
well developed kernels of a product- 
ive, adapted variety from a drought 
ruined field is likely to be better 
seed corn for 1931 than a 10-inch 
ear from 100 miles north or south.”
